5)  Does  EPA  have  an  estimate  of  how  many  river  miles  are  impacted  by  acid  mine  drainage  from 
abandoned  or  inactive  mines  in  the  United  States.  Put  another  way,  roughly  what  percentage  of 
this  country's  waterways  are  impacted  in  some  way  by  pollution  from  abandoned  or  inactive 
mines?  Roughly  what  percentage  of  the  American  West's  waterways  are  impacted  by  pollution 
from  abandoned  or  inactive  mines? 

6)  What  role  has  EPA  played  in  cleaning  up  abandoned  mine  lands  in  the  Animas  River 
watershed  in  particular  and  the  San  Juan  mountains  in  general?
